TWO PERSONS KILLED, FOUR 
INJURED BY BOMBS IN CUBA 


Strikers Fire on Vessels in Harbor; 
U. 8S. Embassy Under 
Guard.

HAVANA, Nov. 22.—Seveniteen 
powerful bombs were exploded in 
Camaguey Province today, killing 
three persons, one a boy of 12, and 
seriously wounding four others. 

Manzanillo port strikers fired on 
vessels in the harbor; but there 
were no casualties. ‘ 

Col. Fulgencio Batista continued 
his preparations for an emergency. 
Army planes went aloft this morn- 
ing. A guard was stationed at the 
United States Embassy. Soldiers re- 
mained at their posts around and 
on the roof of the palace. 

Addressing troops at Cabana, 
President Grau San Martin praised 
the soldiers “for your patriotism 
and bravery in the last revolution.” 
At the same meeting last night, Col.

Ray Renard, former Egan gang 
gunman, who was named Monday 
by “Dizzy” Daniels, Jefferson City 
convict, as the slayer of Deputy 
Constable Edward P. Neu on the 
Gravois road 10 years ago, de- 
clined yesterday in a long distance 
telephone conversation from his 
home in Willowbrook, Cal., to dis- 
cuss Daniels’ charge. 

“I have nothing to say about the 
case,” Renard said when he was 
told by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that Daniels had named him as 
the man who got out of one of two 
speeding automobiles the night of 
April 3, 1923, and shot Neu down 
as the unsuspecting officer put his 
motor cycle up on its stand. The 
fleeing cars were manned by three 
Egan gangsters and one of the ma- 
chines was the stolen car, which 


the gang had used the day before 
in a sensational robbery of a mail 
truck. 

Renard, who lives on Greenfield 
avenue in. Willowbrook, a suburb 
of Los Angeles, was reached on the 
telephone at his home. He readily 
admitted his identity and replied 
without apparent feeling when he 
was told briefly what Daniels had 
said as reported in yesterday’s 
Post-Dispatch. 

Renard Given the Details. 

“Would you like to hear about 
his statement in greater detail?” 
he was asked when he had declined 
to comment. “Yes, go ahead.” 

He was then told how Daniels had 
said he, Renard and a third man 
whom he would not name, had gone 
out earlier that evening to Fenton, 
where the stolen Cadillac automo- 
bile used the day before by the 
robbers had been left in safe hands; 
how the three men started to St. 
Louis, Renard leading in his Chal-, 
mers, the other two following in the 
Cadillac, with the intention of 
“ditching” the stolen car; how they 
had had trouble with the car and 
Renard had towed it; how Consta- 
ble Neu stopped the two cars in 
front of the parish house of St. 
George’s Church, at 8241 Gravois 
road; how Renard, having pulled 
away and broken the _ towrope, 
stopped his car again, got out and 
shot Neu, firing his last shot into 
the policeman’s face as he lay on 
the ground, pleading for his life. 

“What do you say to that?” he 
was asked. 

“The same answer,” he replied, 
“Nothing. I’m trying to live clean 
out here. I’ve got a job. I’m being 
honest, and I want to be let alone.” 

Under Sentence in Missouri. 

Renard is under a two-year 
prison sentence in Missouri af- 
firmed by the Supreme Court, for 
carrying a concealed weapon. Dur- 
ing the spring of 1931 extradition 
papers were.issued by Gov. Caul- 
field for his return to Missouri from 
California to serve his sentence. 
After a hearing Gov. Rolph of Cali- 
fornia declined to turn Renard over 
to Missouri authorities. 

According to Renard’s “con- 
fession” tales, published in the St. 
Louis Star in February, 1925, when 
he was 25 years old, he had been 
a criminal from the age of 16; 
had participated in crimes rang- 
ing from petty larceny to mail rob- 
bery (he was a principal in the. 
Staunton (Ill.) mail robbery for 
which nine of his pals got 25 years 
each), and had been present at at 
least one gang “execution.” At the 
time he testified in the Staunton 
case he was serving a seven-year 
Federal term for larceny from an 
interstate shipment and hanging 
over him were the two-year term 
and another nine-month Workhouse 
term, both assessed for carrying 
concealed weapons. 


‘DINTY’ COLBECK IS 
DENIED A PAROLE

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Parole 
has been denied William P. (Dinty) 
Colbeck, former St. Louis master 
plumber, Democratic politician and 
head of the defunct Egan gang, 
who has served nine years of a 25- 
year sentence for mail robbery, it 
was ‘learned today. 

This action by the Federal Board 
of Paroles virtually means the erst- 
while gang leader must serve the 
remainder of his sentence, which, 
with deductions for good behavior 
in prison, would make him a free 
man in 1941. 

Unfavorable action is understood 
to have been taken also rapt: ap- 
plications for parole made year 
by four others among Colbeck’s 
gunmen, al] of whom are serving 
25-year sentences. 

Colbeck is employed in the At- 
lanta penitentiary as head of the 
radio department: It is his job to 
operate the radio switchboard, 
tuning in programs for the receiv-

Restaurant Alleged to Have 
Failed to Comply With 
Hours of Work Provided 
in Pact. 


Two St, Louis employers, Frank 
Blackshaw, proprietor of four food 
markets, and Steve Georges, *res- 
taurant owner, today were ordered 
to surrender their Blue Eagles for 
violations of the President’s blan- 
ket re-employment agreement. 

It was the first action of the 
kind taken against any St. Louis 


employer and followed the recom- 
mendation of the St. Louis NRA 
Compliance Board, headed by Al- 
len C. Orrick. 

Blackshaw’s markets are the Em- 
pire Market, 3905 Shenandoah ave- 
nue; Blackshaw’s Market, 4168 Ju- 
niata street; Maplewood Market, 
2720 Sutton avenue, Maplewood, 
and Packers’ Market, 6476 Arsenal 
street. 

The restaurant operated sy Geor- 
ges at 4066 West Pine boulevard is 
known as “Blossom Inn.” 

Telegram to Local Board. 

The telegram from Washington, 
addressed to the St. Louis Compli- 
ance Board, relating to Blackshaw 
and his four food stores, follows: 

“General Johnson today’ wired 
Frank Blackshaw as follows: 

“St. Louis Compliance Board 
reports you are failing to comply 
with the President's agreement with 
respect to wages and hours and rec- 
ommends removal of the Blue 
Eagles from all your markets. 

“The National Compliance Board 
at Washington has affirmed the 
findings and recommendations of 
the St. Louis board. In view of 
your failure to co-operate with the 
President in his recovery program, 
you will surrender any NRA in- 
signia in your possession to the 
Postmaster in St. Louis and will 
hereafter refrain from using the 
Blue Eagle in advertising or in any 
manner whatsoever.’ 

“Important compliance board 
makes no move toward enforcing 
order but would appreciate wire by 
Friday advising what action he 
takes. You may give publicity to 
this action.” 

The telegram was signed by 
Frank Healy, chief of the Blue 
Eagle branch, compiance division 
of the NRA. 

In the Blossom Inn case the text 
of Healy’s telegram was identical 
to that sent to Blackshaw. 

Employes Tell of Long Hours. 

Harry W. Riehl, director of the 
complaint division of the St. Louis 
Compliance Board, told reporters 
Blackshaw appeared before the 
board Oct. 25, stating that he was 
assisted in the operation of his 
markets by his wife, brother and 
sister, and declaring that he had 
instructed that terms of the Pres- 
ident’s agreement be complied 
with. 

Employes, whose names were 
withheld, told the board, Riehl! said 
that they had been working longer 
than the 48 hours permitted by the 
agreement and receiving less than 
the specified weekly minimum of 
$15. One, Riehl said, had worked 
70 hours for $6; another, 77 hours 
for $9. 

Blackshaw Expresses Surprise. 

Seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
at his home above the Juniata street 
store, Blackshaw expressed surprise 
that he had been ordered to sur- 
render the insignia which he dis- 
plays at all his markets. Fol ng 
the conference with the Compliance 
Board Oct. 25, he said, he wrote the 
board that he was rearranging 
hours as it had demanded of him. 
He stated he had expected to be 
called before the board again to 
offer proof of his compliance, and 
fadded that no intimation had been 
given that drastic steps were to be 
taken. : . , 

The Biue Eagle insignia will be 
removed from his markets immedi- 
ately, Blackshaw said. However, 
he wire Gen. Johnson, NRA 

tor, requesting a reopen- 
ing. of case and asking for ad- 
ditional time to meet requiréments 
of his agreement. . 

Blackshaw said he does not think 
the effect on his business will be 
great, but deplored being placed in 
the position of refusing to co-op- 
erate in the President’s recovery 
program. He added he would’ con- 
tinue to seek conferences with the 
Compliance Board to the 
extent, even up to the point of put- 
ting me out of business.”

FINDS SON'S WIFE 
NILLED IN OFFICE 


Mrs. Rheta Wynekoop 
Shot Through Back, 
Body Left on Operating 
Table in Chicago Home. 


HUSBAND ON WAY 
BACK FOR INQUIRY 


Scratches on Face Indicate 
Victim Was Subdued in 
Fight—Chloroform Bottle 
Is Discovered.

CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—The murder 


in an operating room of Mrs. Rheta 
Gardner Wynekoop was followed 
today by testimony at the Coroner’s 
inquest that an empty chloroform 
bottle was found near her body and 
there were scratches on her face, 
evidence that the 23-year-old wom- 
an had been subdued and then shot 


through the back as she lay, garbed 
only in a slip, on an operating 
table. | ess, 

Her mother-in-law, Dr. Alice 
Lindsay Wynekoop, testified she 
knew of no life insurante or other 
estate in the dead woman’s name. 

Walter W. J. Brown, represent- 
ing the New York Life Insurance 
Co., informed officials, however, 
that a $5000 double indemnity life 
policy was taken out for Rheta 
Wynekoop Nov. 14 by her mother- 
in-law, who was named benefi- 
ciary. Dr. Wynekoop, the mother- 
in-law, herself paid the first premi- 
um of $45.25, the insurance man 
said. 

Dr. Wynekoop and four members 
of her household were taken into 
custody by the police this afternoon 
for questioning. Despite her protest 
that she had already given state- 
ments to the police, Capt. John 
Stege ordered the five held for in- 
vestigation. 

Those held besides Dr. Alice 
Wynekoop are Dr. Catherine Wyne- 
koop, 24, her daughter; Walker 
Wynekoop of Suburban Glencoe, 
her son; Mrs. Harvey Woods, her 
sister; Miss Enid Hennessey, school 
teacher rooming at the home. 

The police also took into custody 
Miss Frances Woods, 20, of Joliet, 
daughter of Mrs. Woods, and Miss 
Jessie Woods of Joliet, sister-in-law 
of Mrs. Woods. 


Husband on Way Back. 


The mother-in-law disclosed that 
her son, Earle, had lived in a Chi- 
cago suburb since Oct. 13, commu- 
nicating with his wife only by tele- 
phone. She said he had left yes- 
terday with a friend for the Grand 
Canyon. A brother of Wynekoop 
reached him at Kansas City, Kan., 
today with the news of his wife’s 
murder. He said Earle was return- 
ing to Chicago by automobile im- 
mediately. 

A hunt was in progress here for 
a narcotic addict who might have 
entered the physician’s office in 
search of drugs. 

Young Mrs. Wynekoop, talented 
violinist and artist, was-found dead 
last night in the basement of the 
16-room home of her motherin-law. 

There was a single bullet wound 
beneath her left shoulder blade, 
fired through the~ heart. Nearby 
lay a pistol from which three shots 
had been fired. The young woman’s 
clothing was piled neatly on a chair. 

One mystery was dissolved with 
the acknowledgment of Dr. Wyne- 
koop that she had written'a deeply 
sentimental letter to her son, Earle, 
found in the house last night. It 
was thought at first the letter was 
written by his wife. ‘It read: 

“Precious! I’m choked. You are 
gone—you have called me up—and 
after 10 minutes or so I called and 
called. No answer. Maybe you are 
sleeping. You need to be, but I 
want to hear your voice again to- 
night—would give anything I have 
to spend an hour in real talk with 
you tonight—and I dannot—good 
night.” ‘ 

Police Reconstruct Crime. 

As police retonstructed the kill- 
ing and evénts leading up to it, 
Mrs. Wynekoop left her mother-in- 
law’s home for an hour yesterday 
afternoon on a neighborhood shop- 
ping tour. She returned at 3 p. m. 
and met Dr. Wynekoop leaving the 
home.

Rescue Parties From C. C. C. 
Camps Move Into Woods 
With Tractor.

The rescue parties comprised 
Conservation officers and detach- 
ments from Civilian Conservation 
Corps camps in the area. Their 
equipment included a tractor and 
a snowplow.

Peter Kamadulski Had Recently 
Lost $500 Suit to Sister, 
Whose Son He Shot.

WOMAN FLIES 
OUTTOSEABENT 
-ONKILLING SELF 


Leaves Jacksonville, Fia., 
With 4-Hour Supply of 
Gasoline—Expects to Die 
When Fuel Gives Out.

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Nov. 22. 
—Intending to kill herself, - Mrs. 
Louise Turck Stanton, 30 vears 
old, flew out over the Atlantic 
o@ean yesterday in an airplane car- 
rying a four-hour supply of gaso- 
line. She expected to crash and 
die when the fuel supply gave out. 

In notes left behind she asked 
that her death not be called sui- 
cide—for “I particularly dislike the 
word suicide’—and explained she 
just wanted to go “out into space 
and find out what it’s all about, 
and if there isn’t anything—that’s 
o. k. too.” 

It was hours after she flew 
eastward in the borrowed plane 
with enough gasoline to take her 
$50 miles that airport authorities 
found the notes and began a 
search. In the notes she had begged 
them not to undertake a dangerous 
search which she said “wouldn’t 
do any good.” 

“Job Will be Thorough.” 

To Bert Maloney, airport mana- 
ger, she wrote: “There’s not a 
plane on the field that can reach 
mie (and return) or do anything if 
they could—I’'ll be at sea, that’s all, 
aad you can count on me that the 
job will be thorough. I don’t want 
any wreckage found.” 

She also told him “you must ab- 
solutely keep any of the men from 
doing any dangerous searching. 
.. Sorry to have to have it that 
way but it’s better than having an 
aviation ‘accident’.” 

Friends said they thought Mrs. 
Stanton was grief-stricken over 
the death of her husband, Gordon 
M. Stanton, who lost bis life in an 
automobile accident here less than 
two weeks ago. They had been 
married less than a year. 

She was the daughter of Col. and 
Mrs. Raymond C. Turck. They 
did not disclose the contents of 
notes she left to them. .

BIG RUSSIAN 
AIRPLANE 


Newly-Built Machine, Said 
to Be Largest Heavier- 
Than-Air Land Craft in 
World, Falls to Ground at 
Kharkov. 


INQUIRY ORDERED 
STARTED AT ONCE 


Six-Motored Monoplane 
Was Designed to Carry 
128 Persons—Commis- 
sioned Only Last Week 
After Series of Tests. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, Nov. 22.—A dispatch ' 


from Kharkov said the newly-con- 
structed airplane K-7, said to be the 
largest airplane for overland flying 
in the world, crashed there yester- 
day, killing 14 persons. 

A Soviet Government commission 
was appointed to investigate the 
cause of the crash and establish 
responsibility for it. 

The list of dead, last names only, 
follows: Snegirey, chief pilot; Ger- 


onko, manager of the assembly 
branch of the Kharkov aviation 
factory; Lipa, representative on the 
K-7 of the civil air fleet; Blasvoff, 
chief mechanic; Barishnikoff and 
Kapenenenko, mecranics; Shklov- 
sky and Zaretsky, engine builders;

_ WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—When 
an investment banker talks about 
“splitting up the grevy.” he really 
means “dividing the prestige.” This 
was the lesson read to the Senate 
Stock Investégating Committee to- 
day by Murray W. Dodge, former 
vice-president of the Chase Securi- 
ties Corporation. Dodge was one 
of the few who maintained a per- 
fectly straight faee during his tes- 
timony. 

He was explaining a letter which 
he wrote in eonnection with the 
fabulous financing of the Fox Film | 
Co. before and after its acquisition 
by Hafey L. Clarke’s now defunct 
General Theater Equipm -t Co. It 
was one of those letters which would 
have done its writer more good if 
it had never been written, and 
proved that even bankers are not 
always careful what they sign. 

Fox Film Co., prior to its acquisi- 
tion by the ambitious public utility 
promoter, was financed through 
Halsey, Stuart & Co, of Chicago, 
once known to radio fans as spon- 
sors of “the Old Counselor.” But 
evil days came for Halsey, Stuart 
& Co., and when Fox Film found it 
necessary in 1930 to refinance a 
$55,000,000 bond issue, Halsey, Stu- 
art had to be counted out, where- 
upon ft was suggested that Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co, be counted in. 


“Would Hurt My Feelings.” 

Chase Securities already had 
eounted itgelf in, and when the sug- 
gestion about Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
reached Dodge it was inhospitably 
received. It was true, he conceded, 
that the withdrawal of Halsey, 
Stuart had opened the door for 
Kuhn, Loeb, but, as Dodge wrote: 

"T am loath to discuss it with 
them, for a split-up of the gravy 
would hurt my feelings.” 

Now, earlier in his testimony, 
Dodge had entered a dignified pro- 
test against the use of the term 
“gravy” by Ferdinand Pecora, com- 
mittee investigator, and its appear- 
ance over his own signature on a 
letter in Pecora’s hands was calcu- 
lated to be embarrassing. The wit- 
ness did pause to cough momentari- 
ly; then went on to explain. 

Chase, he said, had undertaken 
to finance Clarke’s venture, and 
hence was deeply interested in the 
financing of Clarke’s new posses- 
sion. Thus, he said, it would be 
damaging to the Chase prestige to 
have Kuhn, Loeb & Co, enter the 
picture. And that, he solemnly de- 
clared, was what he meant when 
he mentioned a “split-up of the 
gravy.” 

Senator Goldsborough of Mary- 
land, a member of the committee, 
was doubtful whether the words 
“gravy” and “prestige” were synon- 
ymous, or even interchangeable. 
For example, he had never seen a 
menu. bearing the item, “chicken a 
la Maryland, with eream prestige,” 
but Dodge had insistently main- 
tained that ordinary words acquire 
new meaning when used by finan- 
ciers—and some of the evidence 
tended to support that theory. 


Language of Financiers. 


That financiers can use common 
terms, and use them in a manner 
that would be understood by the 
man on the street, was forcibly 
shown by a memorandum record- 
ing a long-distance telephone eon- 
versation between Clarke and Har- 
old L. Stuart of Halsey, Stuart & 
Co. Stuart made it plain that he 
anticipated being left eut under 
the “new deal” inaugurated by Gen- 
eral Theaters’ absorption of Fox 
Film. 

“I have been led out to the end 
of a springboard and told to jump 
off,” he wept to Clarke. But the 
latter professed not to understand. 

“If you want to play ball,” he re- 
joined, “tell me what you have on 
me, and if you have anything on 
me, I'll come elean, I have a repu- 
tation as well ag you have.”

WALLACE SIGNS MILK 
PACT FOR ST. LOUIS 


Marketing Agreement Will Be- 
come Effective at3 P M 
Saturday, 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 2, — The 
St. Louis milk marketing agreement 


was signed today by Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace. It will be- 
come effective at 3 p. m. Saturday. 

A reservation was made by Wal- 
lace, in signing, previding that pub- 
lic szhearings must be held in St. 
Louis within 30 days to discuss the 
cost of distribution to consumers 
and that a reaudit of dealers’ books 
must begin at once, 


Under the agreement, the price 
of milk delivered to homes will be 
changed to 11 cents a quart, an in- 
crease of one cent. Milk sold in 
stores may be priced at 10 cents 
but not necessarily. 

The new price will increase the 
incomes of 14,000 farmers in the 
producing area around this eity by 
$1,600,00 a year. They will recefve 
a hase price of $1.94 a 100 peunds. 
an increase of a little more than 
one cent a quart. Hence consum- 
ers will pay most of the added 
price to producers. 

A base and surplus plan will be 
used in determining the price to 
farmers. It will penalize overpro- 
duction and stimulate herd man- 
agement to approach even  year- 
round production, Such a plan hag 
been employed by the Sanitary 
Miik Producers supplying about 
half the milk consumed h ere. 

Distributors representing more 
than 90 per cent of the volume of 
business signed the agreement last 
Saturday. The signature of 75 per 
cent was required for the scheme 
to hecome operative, It will be 
binding on all dealers, regardiess 
of whether they signed. 

The St. Louis Independent Dairy- 
men’s Association and the St. Louis 
County Dairymen’s Association, or- 
ganizations of small dealers in the 
city and vicinity, protested against 
the agreement in telegrams sent 
Monday to Secretary Wallace, Farm 
Administrator Peek and Milk Ad- 
ministrator King. They asserted 
that “unjust provisions” prevented 
90 per cent of the 235 milk dealers 
in the area from signing. They ob- 
jected to the equalization fund pro- 
vided\in the base and surplus price 
plan, 

It was announced that 31 dealers, 
representing 947 of an estimated 
1000 retail wagon routes, and the 
Sanitary Milk Producers, represent- 
ing 9461 farmers, had signed the 
agreement, 
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SETTLE PREDICTS 15-MILE 
ASCENT IN STRATOSPHERE 


Heat From Sun Kept Them Com- 
furtable in Balloon, 67 Degrees 
Below Zero Outside.

‘WASHINGTON, Nov. 22,—A pre- 
diction that man in the future will 
be able to penetrate as much as 15 
miles into the stratosphere even 
with the present knowledge of bal- 
looning was made today by Lieu- 
tenant-Commander T. G, W. Settle, 
who, with Maj. Chester L. Fordney, 
has ascended higher than any other 


American. 

Settle called at the Navy Depart- 
ment to tell the story of his trip 
into the upper reaches to Secretary 
Swanson, and expressed himself as 
fully ready “to try it again.” 

“Even with the present state of 
the art of building balloons it would 
be possible to construct one several 
times the size of that in which the 
present flight was made,” Settle 
told newspaper men.

66 to 57 for Amendment, 

but Doesn't Know

Large Enough to Ratify.

The House of Representatives to- 
day voted or. ratification of the 
child labor amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constituticn, but, so far, does 
not know whether it ratified the 
amendment. ,It has requested At- 
torney-Generai McKittrick to find 


out. ; ‘ 

This situation arose from the fact 
the joint resolution providing rati- 
fication received 66 favorable votes 
and 57 negative votes on a roll call 
on adoption. The question imme 
diately arose as to whether it must 


receive a constitutional majority of 
76 votes, as required for passage of 
a bill in the House or only a ma- 
jority of those present and voting, 
If a constitutiona] majority was re- 
quired, the resolution was beaten, 
If not, then it was passed and can 
be sent over to the Senate for con 
currence in the ratification. 

McKittrick later said his depart- 
ment probably would not have a 
ruling ready before tomorrow 
morning, on the question whether 
the ratification resolution required 
a bare majority or constitutional 
majority for passage. 

Speaker Meredith declined to 
rule on the question, or declare the 
result of the vote, until an opinion 
was obtained from the Attorney- 
General. 

Another Puzzling Point. 

The situation was further com- 
plicated by the fact that the House, 
in considering the ratification, was 
taking the position that it was per- 
forming a Federal funetion and not 
a State legislative one in ratifying 
an amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution. 

This position was taken after op- 
ponents of the amendment had 
raised the point that ratification of 
the amendment was not one of the 
subjects designated by Gov. Park 
for consideration by the _ special 
session of the Legislature, and could 
not be taken up by the House. The 
objection was overruled by the 
Speaker, under court decisions 
holding that a Legislature, in rat- 
ifying an amendment to the Fed- 
era] Constitution, is performing a 
Federal function. 

The Speaker also overruled an ob- 
jection that the House could not 
consider the ratification resolution, 
because ratification of the amend- 
ment was rejected by both the 
House and Senate of the 1925 Legis- 
lature. 

Debate on Resolution. 

The House spent most of the 
morning session debating the reso- 
lution, and points of order on its 
consideration. Democratic Floor 
Leader Keating of Kansas City, who 
introduced the resolution, urged rat- 
ification. He said the amendment, 
if finally ratified by the required 
three-fourths of the State, would 
enable Congress to enact Federal 
laws regulating the employment of 
children under 18 years of age, and 
would result in elimination of child 
labor abuses in many industrial sec- 
tions. 

Among others supporting ratifi- 
cation, as a means of obtaining 
progressive legislation to protect 
child labor, were Representatives 
Lay of Benton County, Maxey of 
Bates County, Hess of St. Louis and 
Armstrong of Greene County, 

Representatives Taylor, Chariton 
County, and Whitaker of Hiekory 
County, led the attack on the 
amendment, declaring it carried 
powers which should not be con- 
ferred on Congress. They asserted 
it would infringe on State powers. 
Representaiye Weeks of Douglas 
County asserted it was “a Com- 
munistie effort to socialize children 
of the country.”

ROGERS OF YALE 
DEFENDS POLICY 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—Prof. 
James Harvey Rogers of Yale Uni- 
versity declared teday in a state- 
ment commenting on the resigna- 
tion of Dr. O. M. W. Sprague as 
special assistant to the Secretary of 
the Treasury that the real threat 
to inflation is not in the present 
monetary policy of the Government 
“but from the possibility of its fail- 
ure, 

“Among the inflationary devices 
entrusted to the President by Con- 
gress,” said Prof. Rogers, “the mild- 
er are being used. If they do not 
prove effective, the danger is that 
Congress will make mandatory more 
drastic and even uncontrollable 
measures. In this event it will be 
upon those who sabotage the pres- 
ent policy that the onus of such a 
frightful disaster must rest,” 

Prof. Rogers, who with Prof. 
George F. Warren of Cornell Uni- 
versty, is one of the principal mone- 
tary advisers of President Roose- 
velt, said the present policy of the 
Government is “very similar” to 
that recently pursued “in several of 
the most enlightened nations of the 
world” and that Dr. Sprague’s let- 
ter of resignation raised the ques- 
tion of “why the great commo- 
tion?” 

Prof. Rogers’ statement follows: 

“Amidst the hysteria whieh 
seems to have seized a large portion 
of the American publie in which 
calm and composed jugdment is 
most to be demanded, Dr. Sprague’s 
letter leads one to raise the ques- 
tion: Why the great commotion? 
What is this gold policy, hailed as 
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Treasury and telling why: 

My Tent Mr. President: | 

Some six months ? at your 
urgent request, I Lond mn 
and accepted the post of finan- 
cial and executive assistant to 
the ary of the Treasury. 
I accepted this position because 
I believed at that time that I. 
was sufficiently in agreement 
with you on monetary matters 
to be able to render some ser 
vice in the working out of pol- 
- {cies designed to bring about a 
trade recovery. . 
Unhappily, I now find that I 
am in such fundamental dis- 
agreement with the monetary 
policies which have recently 
been adopted that I have de-. 
cided to resign my post in the 
Treasury. It is possible that 
there might still be a meeting 
of minds had I been afforded 
any opportunity toe discuss pol- 
icies with you. But no oppor: 
tunities whatever have been af- 
forded me since my return from 
London in July, after your re- 
jection of the arrangements (to 
steady the foreign exchange 
during the period of the confer- 
ence. 

I am opposed to the present 
policy of depreciating the dollar 
through gold purchases in for- 
eign markets for two reagons, 
I am convinced that this policy 
will prove ineffeqtive in secur- 
ing a speedy rise in prices. This 
is not because of any inability to 
depreciate the dollar. 

When a government an- 
nounces its determination to 
depreciate its own currency it 
can certainly accomplish that 
result, and without the neces- 
sity of acquiring any consider- 
able amounts of gold in other 
countries; since no _ sensible 
person will desire in such cir- 
cumstances to acquire more of 
the ourrency, 

But mere depreciation of the 
eurrency in relation to the cur- 
rencies of other countries will 
not bring about a general.rise 
in prices, in the absence of 
widespread distrust of the cur- 
rency, at a time when there is 
a large excess plant capacity 
and millions of unemployed 
wage earners. 

An advance in prices that has 
any promise of being main- 
tained requires the development 
of conditions that will permit 
a sustained demand for more 
labor and more materials, with 
resultant inerease in the pro- 
duetion of goods and services 
and a higher standard of liv- 
ing. There is nothing in the 
depreciation of the dollar to in- 
duce this increased demand for 
materials and labor. A few 
prices will rise, particularly 
these of commodities such as 
cotton that are exported in 
large amounts. 

Similarly, prices of such im- 
ports as rubber and coffee will

Companies that have not 
already done so agree to raise 
wages to the general levels of the 
majority of employes. 

E. H. Sperry, union vice-president, 
described the employers’ offer as 
indefinite and unconvincing. Other 
union officers joined in his opinion, 
Sperry said, and the plan will not 
be indorsed by the union leaders 
when it is read at a mass meeting 
of the strikers this afternoon. 

Chairman McDonald of the Re- 
gional Labor Board said he would 
continue his efforts to settle the 
strike. He said he had held infor- 
mal discussions with both sides.

I am confident the men 
will reject the proposal.”

Sperry told reporters more than 
400 of the independent stations had 
signed with the union and more 
were expected to follow today.

Sperry expressed the opinion that 
union drivers of gasoline trucks 
would hesitate to cross picket lines 
established by fellow members of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

A reward of $50 has been offered 
by the union for the arrest of any- 
one caught in an act of violence in 
connection with the strike. 
Yesterday the union received 
telephone inquiries concerning the 
strike from Frank Morrison, secre- 
tary of the American Federation 
of Labor, and from the office of 
the Petroleum Code Administra- 
tor. Edward Bell, president of the 
local union repeated that the men 
would return to work on receiving 
union recognition and an assurance 
of early arbitration of their wage 
and werking condition demands. 
Strikers reported at their head- 
quarters this morning that the 
eight companies were seeking to 
arrange company : meetings with 
the men before Friday morning.

Machine Veered From Path

PONTIAC, Ill, Nov. 22.—Two 
persons said they saw an automo- 
bile veer sharply from its course 
and run over the body of Miss Al- 
dine Younger, prostrate on State 
Route -116, as they testified yester- 
day in the trial of Earle Bentley 
for the girl’s murder early March l. 
Bentley is a member of a wealthy 
Pontiac family. His wife has at- 
tended the trial since its begin- 
ning. 

John Smith, a farmer, said he 
was returning eastward from a 
party early March 1 and that he 
met a large machine traveling at 
high speed. A few feet farther, he 
said, he saw and passed the body 
of Miss Younger. 

He proceeded, he said, to the 
home of Edward Roberts some dis- 
tance farther, picked up Roberts, 
returned westward toward 
body. 

As he neared the place, he said, 
a large machine carrying two men 
left its course and its wheels passed 
over the body. To avoid a crash 
with the ear, Smith said, he had to 
drive hig; ear off the road. 
Earlier Wesley B. Shrigiey, a 
farm hand, -told the Court that he 
was awakened the night before the 
tragedy by the noise of a quarrel on 
the highway in front of the home of 
John Hutson, where he was etay- 
ing. 

A woman, he said, denounced an 
Earle Bentley by name, and shout- 
ed her intention to walk home be- 
fore she would ride in the car. 

A man, he said, profanely threat- 
ening, told her she couldn't “get 
away with that.” 

Having heard the quarrel, he re- 


aroused shortly by screams. He 
saw an object lying in the highway, 
he said, and a person was bending 
over it. In a moment the perso 
stepped over the object, ran 15 or 
20 feet away, stopped and looked 
back, and then disappeared into the 
shadows of a tree, he said. 

He then heard the motor of an 
automobile start, he said, and saw 
the car coming down the pavement. 
He said the car was so steered off 
its course that the wheels passed 
over the object in the road. It drove 
away to the east, he said. 

The body of Miss Yeunger was 
found in the spot where Shrigley 
testified he had seen the object.

as gratuities, were given yesterday 
before a House Judiciary Subcom- 
mittee investigating the official 
conduct of the Judge. 

A. L. Rankin of West Palm 
Beach, former law partner of Rit- 
ter, who had testified he received 
$90,000 in fees as attorney for com- 
plainants in the foreclosure action, 
was questioned at length about a 
$5000 “debt” he said he owed Rit- 
ter, which was paid after he re- 
ceived the fees. 

Rankin said he first was award- 
ed $2500 by Judge Ritter.

Asked to explain the debt, Ran- 
kin said it was for Ritter’s inter- 
est in their former law partner- 
ship, which was dissolved in 1929 
after Ritter was appointed to the 
bench by President Coolidge. 

Called to the witness stand, 
Judge Akerman said he allowed the 
$12,500 fee for Rankin at Ritter’s 
approval, as he was not familiar 
with the Whitehill case, and that 
he was under the impression the 
fee was the final award for Ran- 
kin in the case. The $75,000 fee was 
allowed Rankin by Ritter at a later 
date. 

Unsolicited by counsel for either 
side, Judge Akerman said he had 
not known Ritter before he was 
appointed to the judgeship, but 
since then he had been closely as- 
sociated with him. He said he 
thought he knew Ritter’s reputa- 
tion for honesty and integrity and 
thought it was “of the highest.” 

Judge Bert E. Holland of Bos- 
ton, who represented co-trustees un- 
der the first mortgage bond issue 
of $2,500,000, followed Judge Aker- 
man to the stand. He said he had 
opposed the appointment of Ran- 
kin in the Whitehall case and had 
contended he did not want a re- 
ceiver appointed. 

Judge Holland said he presented 
his arguments to Judge Ritter, but 
that Ritter proceeded with the ap- 
pointment of Walter S. Richardson 
of West Palm Beach as receiver. At

SHOOTS AT RABBIT,

Charles Pearson Fatally Injures 
John Judy When Hunting 
Near Elsberry. 


John Judy, 40-year-old electrical 
contraetor of 2811A Hickory street, 
was killed yesterday in a hunting 
accident in Pike County when a 
companion fired into some brush at 
a rabbit and hit Judy.

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—Prices of 
Un States Government bonds 
in the New York Stock Exchange 
have declined to close to the low 
levels of the year since President 
Roosevelt announced the — he 

Id bu program a month ago. 
Ysa of the President's 
dollar control plan assert that the 
sag in Government securities is un- 
justified, and has been caused by 
selling based upon a misunder- 
standing of the plan. 

They point out that it is proposed 
merely to restore the purchasing 
power of the dollar to the level of 
1926, and to hold it there; that it is 
proposed to create a dollar of con- 
stant purchasing power, in which 
case high-grade fixed income secur~ 
ities such as U. 8S. Governments 
should be a more secure form of in- 
vestment than they were when the 
dollar’s purchasing power fluctuat- 
ed widely. 

Nevertheless, there has evident- 
ly been a considerable inclination 
among investors to shift, their 
funds from fixed investments, such 
as U. 8S. Government bonds, into 
speculative media such as equity 
shares representing goods and prop- 
erty, or actual goods and property, 
which may become worth more dol- 
lars as the purchasing power of 
the currency is brought down. 

Decline Since Oct. 21. 

Declines in the Federal bonds, as 
of yesterday’s closing prices, from 
the final prices of Oct. 21, which 
was the Saturday before the cur- 
rency management plan was an- 
nounced, have amounted to 1% 
points to 57-32 points, exclusive of 
the called fourth Liberty 4%s. One 
point represents $1 per $100 par 
value. 

The principal other sharp slump 
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'in the United States issues was in 


the week before the banking holi- 
day, which closed the markets on 
March 4. At that time, banks were 
actively unloading their  invest- 
ments to get cash to meet deposi- 
tor’s demands. As of yesterday’s 
final prices, four issues had dipped 
fractionally under the closing prices 
of March 32, but the remainder were 
13-16 to 27-16 pointe abeve those 
levels. 

Furthermore, the general level of 
the United States Governments at 
yesterday's close was still many 
points above that of January, 1932, 
when banking troubles and an ef- 
flux of gold caused mué@h nervous 
selling, driving prices down to the 
lowest in a decade. While the long- 
term issues are still close to par, 
they then dropped to an average 
close to 91. 

Attitude of Banks. 

While definite information as to 
the sources of selling is lacking, 
dealers report that it has not re- 
cently been coming in any volume 
from big banks and insurance com- 
panies, but that as a matter of fact, 
there has been some buying from 
such quarters. The latest condition 
statement of reserve member banks 
in 90 leading cities showed that 
banks in the Boston, Cleveland and 
Chicago areas had lightened their 
holdings by $22,000,000, while those 
in the other Federal Reserve areas 
had purchased $13,000,000, making 
a net decline of only $9,000,000. 

Considerable selling is believed to 
have come from abroad, since for- 
eign holders who must convert their 
interest receipts into their own cur- 
rencies have been hard hit by the 
decline of about 40 per cent in the 
dollar in the foreign.exchange mar- 
kets, This 40 per cent discount of 
the dollar in terms of leading for- 
eign currencies, however, does not 
affect the domestic investor, since 
his interest receipts will purchase 
about as much as they would be- 
fore. As a matter of fact, whole- 
Sale prices, measured by the De- 
partment of Labor index, have 
risen only about 10 per cent in the 
last year.

Bacigalupo’s 
defense was that he had been 
drinking and did not jenow what 
he was doing the night of the hold- 
up. Witnesses testified to- his pre- 
viously good record. 

The holdup occurred near Taft 
and Ray avenues as Thele was rid- 
ing with his wife and two daugh- 
ters. Thele said the robbers came 
up to his automobile, which he had 
stopped momentarily, and demand- 
ed money and jewelry. He said he 
handed some change to Bacigalupo 
but was not sure Bacigalupd took 
it, as‘a dime was found on the run- 
ning board of the car the next day.

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vWF MEDICAL SOGETY 
HONORS DR. BEAUMONT 


100th Anniversary of Publica- 
tion of Book by Pioneer 
Physician Observed. 


William Beaumont, sued here 100 
years ago for malpractice and in 
difficulties with his colleagues for 
advertising, but St. Louis’ leading. 
physician and “America’s first mod- 
ern physiologist,” was honored last 
night by St. Louis Medical Society. 

The society met in observance of 
the centennial of the publication of 
Dr. Beaumont’s “Observations and 
Experiments on the Gastric Juice 
and the Physiology of Digestion,” 
which 100 years of critical research 
have tended to establish in funda- 
mentals more firmly than ever. 

Plans for a Beaumont monument, 
to stand in the parkway in front of 
the Medical Society, 3839 Linde}] 
boulevare, were related by Dr. 
Louis H. Behrens, chairman of he 
society’s Beaumont Memorial Com- 
mittee. Dr. Behrens related that 
plans had beer held in abeyance 
through the depression, although 
the society has held permits for 
the erection of the monument from 
this city administration and the 
last. 

Few Monuments to Doctors. 

Boulders with bronze tablets, he 
said, mark the scene of some of Dr. 
Beaumont’s picturesque experi- 
ments at Mackinac, Mich., and 
Prairie du Chien, Wis. But aside 
from such semi-private markers, all 
medicine had only two public monu- 
ments in the United States, the 
Walter Reed monument in Wash- 
ington and “the Benjamin Rush 
monument in Philadelphia. And 
Rush was memorialized not as a 
man of medicine, but as a signer 
of the Declaration of Independence. 

On June 6, 1822, related Dr. M. G. 
Seelig. Alexis St. Martin, a young 
Canadian voyageur, was accidental- 
ly shot at the American Fur Co. 
store in Mackinac. The charge tore 
away the left side, so that the lung 
and stomach were exposed. Beau- 
mont, a young army surgeon, was 
called. | 

He saw no possibility for recov- 
ery. But, considering it his duty, 
as he later wrote, he threw ail his 
skill into what seemed a hopeless 
fight. Miraculously, it seemed to 
him, fever fell in five days, the ex- 
posed parts of the lung and stom- 
ach sloughed off, and the wound 
began to heal, leaving, however, an 
aperture through the side into the 
stomach. 

Thinking only of saving St. Mar- 
tin’s life, Beaumont saved his pa- 
tient from deportation to Canada 
as a pauper and dressed the wound 
daily for more than a year. One 
day it was necessary to give medi- 
cine, and he introduced it through 
the aperture. 

Led to Research. 


Never since the creation of the 
world had medicine been so admin- 
istered, Beaumont wrote in hid 
characteristically detailed case rec- 
ord. Dr. Seelig remarked that 
probably that dose of rhubarb and 
sulphur releases his imagination 
and planted the germ of epochal 
research. 

For years following, Beaumont 
studied the action of the stomach 
through that aperture. Through it 
he introduced thermometers, tubes 
to measure gastric juice, various 
kinds and mixtures of carefully 
weighed food after various periods 
of fasting. 

St. Martin, related Dr. Seelig, was 
“constantly” running off to Canada 
and being recaptured, rehired by 
the relentless scientist, even placed 
under contract. In 1833 the book 
was published, and Beaumont was 
famous before he was 50 years old. 
St. Martin, refusing to stand for 
further experiment, even on con- 
tract for a comfortable living and 
substantial cash remuneration, re- 
turned to Canada and lived until 
1880. And, added Dr. Seelig, his 
family showed their appreciacion 
for the science which had preserved 
him to the age of 83 by refusing to 


from Army. 

In 1834 Dr. Beaumont became the 
post surgeon at Jefferson Barracks, 
and was permitted to live in town 
and build up a private practice. He 
resigned from the army in 1840 and 
continued his practice here. He died 
in 1853, and, with his wife, was bur- 
ied in Bellefontaine Cemetery. 

Beaumont could not even deter- 
mine acidity except by taste. His 
training was a two-year apprentice- 
ship, and his medical degree was 
an honorary award conferred after 
his book was published. But in 
some cases where the validity of 
his observations have been at- 
tacked by modern scientists, with 
modern methods and equipment and 
100 years’ accumulation of fact, 
Beaumont has stood and his critics 
have fallen, said Dr. Joseph Erian- 
ger, Washington University profes- 
sor of physiology, and he particu- 
larized with voluminous scientific 
detail. 

Advertised in Newspaper. 
Before Beaumont was transferred 
to Jefferson Barracks, related Dr. 
Robert E. Schlueter, he referred to 
the Mississippi Valley as “the hap- 
py abode of alligators, savages and 
Indian traders.” But he seemed to 
find it pleasant enough on closer 
acquaintance, despite a somewhat 
tumultuous career in St Louis. 
His first difficulty concerned an 
advertisement run weekly in the 
Missouri Republican, inserted 
Beaumont and another physician. 
It was withdrawn on protest of the 


organization which became the 
Medical 


Society. 
An associate was sued for mal- 
practice in an appendicitis case, 
and, although Dr. Beaumont was 
not directly involved, he was named 
in the suit because of a provision 
which would prevent his taking the 
stand, as co-defendant, to testify. 


trial of 1840, Dr. Schlueter said. 
The defendant had struck her hus- 
band on the head, and Dr. Beau- 
mont had treated him by trephin- 
ing, boring a small hole in the skull. 
Her attorney asserted that not she, 
but Beaumont, was responsible for 
the death in “one of his experi- 
ments,” and described him as a man 
of great curiosity, who probably 
just wanted to see what was going 
on in there. ( 

Despite such episodes, said Dr. 
Schlueter, the records — many of 
them, including Beaumont’s own 
manuscripts, in Washington Uni- 
versity Medical School library— 
show that he was a popular man 
and regarded as the town’s out- 
standing physician. Robert E. Lee, 
who came here as a second lieuten- 
ant of engineers to remould the St. 
Louis harbor, was his friend. Beau- 
mont liked music, so much that 
after his hearing began to fail -he 
would touch the piano with his 
teeth, the better to hear by bone 
conducticn. And while, 80 years 
after his death, it would be re- 
markable to find a surviving ac- 
quaintance, it was something to 
shake the hand of “one who shook 
the hand of one who shook the 
hand of Beaumont.”

Regional Labor Group.  Chair- 
man Says General Situation 
Is Being Discussed. 


Hope for an early settlement of 
the laundry strike was expressed 
today by Chairman McDonald of 
the Regional Labor Board, who has 
held informal meetings with asso- 
ciated employers and representa- 
tives of the two unions involved.

ENDS THAT KOREANS 
ARE EASY TO CONVERT 


The Rev. H. W. Lampe Tells of 
Experiences as Missionary 
in Lectures Here. 


“The life of a missionary in Korea 
was described yesterday by the Rev. 
Henry W. Lampe, who has been 


there for 25 years and who is in St. 
Louis this week making a series of 
lectures at West Presbyterian 
Church, which supports him. He is 
a brother of the Rev. William B. 
Lampe, pastor of the church. 

Korea, not larger than the State 
of Missouri, has a population of 
20,000,000, of which from 7,000,000 
to 8,000,000 have been converted to 
Christianity since the country was 
first opened to the Western world 
in 1885. The Koreans according to 
Dr. Lampe are easier to convert 
than either Japanese or Chinese. 

“It is very easy to talk to them,” 
Dr. Lampe said, “on almost any 
subject and a total stranger is not 
offended when one talks to him on 
religion. I just walk up to one 
and say, ‘Are you a Christian?’ or 
‘Do you believe in God?’ 

“He may say that he doesn’t in- 
tend to believe in Christianity, but 
at any rate he will let me talk and 
not be offended if I continue on the 
subject. I may walk up to someone 
and say, “I want you to be a 
Christian. Christ is my savior and 
I want him to be yours.” 

“I don’t know whether he will be- 
come a convert or not, but ever 
since I saw a postman to whom I 
had talked in this way later join 
the church, I speak to every one I 
meet.” 

And Dr. Lampe has time to meet 
many strangers on the 150-mile cir- 
cuit he covers. He now has an au- 
tomobile instead of the bicycle and 
burro which he formerly psed, 
but sometimes he still must walk 
20 miles after parking his car. His 
district is in Northern Korea, across 
the Yalu River from Manchukuo. 

Like most ministers, Dr. Lampe 
comes from a family of them. His 
father was a Presbyterian pastor 
for 50 years and besides his brother 
at the West Church here he has an- 
other, Dr. M. Willard Lampe, who 
is dean of the School of Religion at. 
the University of Iowa. Dr. Lampe 
graduated from Knox College in 
1901, taught for two years in a 
Government school in Japan, and 
then returned to Omaha Theologi- 
— College for his ministerial train- 
ng. 

He went to Korea in 1908, after 
having had a pastorate for two 
years at Ponca, Neb. In 1910 he re- 
turned to marry a girl from his for- 
mer congregation. They now have 
eight children.

Health Service to Continue 
Studies in Washington; 
Animal Research Goes On. 


The St. Louis phase of the United 
States Public Health Service in- 
vestigation of encephalitis is ex- 
pected to be wound up early next 
week, 

As contemplated now, the Public 
Health Service laboratories in Os- 
car Johnson Institute are to be 
closed and research in mosquito 


?transmission in progress there is 


to be removed to the service’s lab- 
oratories at Washington, the Na- 
tional Institute of Health. 

Animal research will continue 


here in other laboratories of Wash- 
ington University. Various lines 
have been divided between Surgeon 
Charlies Armstrong in the service 
laboratory in Washington, and Dr, 
Raiph 8, Muckenfuss and Dr. How- 
ard A. McCordock in the university 
laboratories here, with whom Dr. 
Armstrong collaborated in the 
initial digcoverieg. Still other phases 
are ing forward in the Rocke- 
feller Institute in New York. 

The actual work of the mosquito 
experiments will be finished by the 
end of the week. About two weeks’ 
observation remains and for it the 
experimental animals, mostly white 
mice recently found susceptible to 
the diseage, will be taken to Wash- 
ington. 

No evidence that mosquitoes 
could have had any part in last 


;summer’s epidemic has been found 


in any of these experiments, with 
monkeys and mice and with human 
beings, led by three Public Health 
Service scientists who tried it on 
themselves before accepting convict 
volunteers in the Virginie and Mis- 
sissippi penitentiaries. 

The negative finding is support- 
ed by evidence developed at Rocke- 
feller Ingtitute that the disease may 
be trangmitted to mice by nasal in- 
fection, tending to confirm the prev- 
alent theory that it is a digease 
spread by contact with human car- 
riers. Even so, the mosquito exper- 
iments here ere not regarded as ab- 
solutely conclusive, even if nothing 
shows in the two remaining weeks. 
But;they wind up this phase of the 
insect investigation, pending fur- 
ther progress in the main stream of 
animal experiment and particular- 
ly the determipation of whether 
the virus is ever present in the 
blood, If it is not, transmission by 
biting insects is almost beyond pos- 
sibility. 

Returning te Regular Posts. 

Scientists whom Surgeon-General 
Hugh S. Cumming ordered here 
from all parts of the country in the 
emergency last summer included 
key men of the service, who, as the 
emergency phase of the work 
passes, are required at their regu 
lar posts. 

Senior Surgeon J, P. Leake, di- 
recting the various. phases, is to 
return briefly to St, Louis Sunday 
before taking up his station at 
Washington directing the service’s 
study, begun many years ago, of 
this and related epidemic diseases. 
For a few weeks Dr. Leake, Dr. H, 
H. Haas, now in St. Louis, and per- 
haps one or two others will be en- 
gaged in canvassing other cities for 
i aye of convalescent serum, to 

determining if the St. Louis 
epidemic was, as many consider, a 
different disease from the me 
litis whieh has been st 
other cities. 

Surgeon L. L. Williams Jn, who 
returned to St. Louis today to aid 
in winding up the insect investiga- 
tion; which he has directed, is in 
demand at Washington as the ser- 
vice’s director of malaria control,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Esti- 
mates by State officials yesterday 
placed at more than 500,000 the 
number of unemployed who have 


the civil works program. Officials 
also said that plans were under 
way for putting hundreds of thou- 
sands more to work during’ the 
next few weeks. 


The projects of the Civil Works 
Administration are designed to take 
the unemployed off relief _ rolls. 
Then men are to receive wages 
ranging from 40 cents to $1.20 an 


hour, or comparable weekly sal- 
aries, from the $400,000,000 civil 
works fund. 

The Public Roads Bureau an- 
nounced approval of 280 highway 
projects during the last week, 
bringing to 4128 the total sanc- 


works highway fund. To date, the 
bureau has appro ed projects call- 
ing for an expenditure of $232,634, 
000, which it estimated would pro- 
vide direct employment for 276,000, 
adding that construction would go 
on during the winter. 
State relief officials’ 
of men employed on civil 
projects included: 
Missouri, 3000 at -ork, 10,000 es- 
timated within a week; Illinois, 56.- 
CC0, including 28,763 in Chicago.

Royal Commission in Report Says 
Annual Deficit for 12 Years Has 
Been $2,000,000

LONDON, Nov. 21—The Royal 
Commission on Newfoundland has 
recommended to the House of 
Commons that self-government be 
withdrawn from the dominion, and 
that it be administerc* by a mixed 
commission under a Governor re- 
sponsible to the United Kingdom. 
Financial and political exhaus- 
tion of Newfoundland was the 
basis for the recommendations, 
and the commission urged _ that 
London supervision be continued 
until such time as fin:.ncial secur- 
ity has been secured. The report, 
ia the form of a White Paper, was 
tabled by the lower chamber. 
Prime Minister MacDonald com- 
mented that the report shower a 
serious state of affairs in the do- 
minion.

ROME, Nov. 22.—Premier Mus- 


solini announced last night the 
complete prohibition of the use of 
imported wheat. Addressing the 
Nationa! Permanent Wheat Com- 
mittee, Mussolini said the Govern- 
ment had decided to continue to 
maintain the tariff walls against 
foreign wheat and to put a further 


restriction on the use of imported 
wheat in flour and meal. 

Mills which heretofore have been 
permitted to use a varying small 
percentage of imported wheat in 
flour mow are required to use home- 
grown grain exclusively. 

Mussolini said this year’s wheat 
production in Italy totaled roughly 
297,000,000 bushels, with the high- 
est production per acre in Italy’s 
history. The average production 
for the six years preceding his 
eight-year program, he said, was 
187,000,000 bushels, while the aver- 
age for the eight-year campaign pe- 
riod was 242,000,000. Last year 11,- 
000,000 bushels had to be imported 
to meet Italy’s needs. 

He said the Government’s meas- 
ures in the face of world monetary 
and price fluctuations kept the 
price of Italian wheat from falling 
to the low world level. He pointed 
out that wheat produttion had in- 
creased without increasing acreage, 
but through an improvement in 
production per acre. 

Mussolini finally announced that 
the efforts regarding wheat would 
be succeeced by a campaign for 
similar results in the production of 
fruit, cattle and other agricultural 
products. 


NORRIS TO OFFER MISSOURI 
RIVER DEVELOPMENT BILL 


Senator Expects Administration to 
Back Project Like That of 
Tennessee Valley. 

By the Associates Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22. — Sen- 
ator Norris (Rep.), Nebraska, 
moving spirit for years in the Ten- 
nessee Valley development plan, 
said today he would introduce a bill 
in the next Congress to accomplish 
the same ends for the Missouri 
River. : 

He said his plan, together with 
Cove Creek Dam on the Clinch 
River in Tennessee, would harness 
enough water to “control the flood 
waters of the Mississippi.” 

Norris thinks he can get ad- 
ministration support for the Mis- 
souri River development bill he 
is now framing, and recalled that 
when President Roosevelt signed 
the Tennessee Valley-Muscle Shoals 
will he said this was but the be- 
ginning of a nationwide system to 
develop power, improve naviga- 
tion, and provide irrigation and 
flood cc=trol. 

The Fort Peek, Mont., dam, for 
which the Public Works Adminis- 
tration had allocated large sums, 
he said, would be part of his Mis- 
souri River bill. The proposed dam 
in North Dakota and dams in Ne- 
braska and Kansas also would 
figure in the plan, he said,

ISSUES ONE-PAGE PUBLICATION 


Editorial Says Workers Will Join 
“Any Real Fight for Greater | 
Freedom of Press.” 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov, 22.—The Guild 
Reporter, a one-page newspaper 
published by the newly-formed 
Newspaper Guild of New York “in 


the interest of newspaper editorial 
employes throughout the nation,” 
made its first appearance today. The 
publication announces a convention 
for organization of an American 
Newspaper Guild in Washington, 

D. C., on Dec. 15. 

An editorial, signed by Allen Ray- 
mond, president of the New York 
Guild, concludes: “In any real fight 
for a greater freedom of the press, 
the American newspaper publisher 
will find his editorial employes 
absolutely and unanimously with 
him, They will not, I think, string 
along in any sham battle, on an 
issue that is partly fraudulent.” 

An article by J. Eddy, secretary 
of the New York group, says: “As 
an organization we shall be what 
we are as individuals—reporter, edi- 
tor, collector of facts; in short, 
newsgathers. Because of our vital 
place in society, our present task of 
organization is smoothed. It is not 
comparable with that of a labor 
union, where organization is often 
a@ prelude to a strike and where a 
strike may be called for the very 
purpose of completing organization. 
We, as newsgathers, as the journey- 
men of public opinion, can rely com- 
pletely on the intelligent use of 
facts.” 


15 INJURED IN POLITICAL 
CLASH IN MIDTOWN MADRID 


Communists and Syndicalists Make 
Attack on Socialist 
Headquarters. 

By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, Nov. 22.—Political 
tension attending the parliamentary 
elections broke into an open fight 
in midtown Madrid last night 
when 15 persons were seriously in- 
jured in an attack by Communists 
and syndicalists on Socialist head- 
quarters. A sharp exchange of 
shots occurred before assault 
guards could disperse the rioters. 
Socialist headquarters was put 
under heavy police guard. 

Among those wounded was Fran- 
cisco Ropero Lerroux, nephew of 
former Premier Alejandro ‘Lerrous. 
He was only an onlooker. Six as- 
sault guards were slightly wounded. 

Official tabulations of Sunday's 
voting appeared to confirm earlisr 
predictions of a Rightist landslide. 
Figures of the Minister of Interior 
from about 30 provinces indicated 
the election of 119 Rightists, 33 
Socialists, 65 Radical Republicans, 
11 Conservatives and a sprinkling 
of independent Radical Socialists 
and independents. One Communist 
won a Cortes seat.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 22.— 
Liquor taxes to produce a State 
revenue of approximately $2,500,000 
a year, exclusive of license fees to 
be charged for places of manufac- 
ture and sale, have been decided 
upon by the Senate committees on 
Judiciary and Criminal Jurispru- 
dence, which for three weeks have 
been framing the State liquor con- 
trol bill. It is expected the bill will 
be in final form by tonight. 

The revenue which it is estimat- 
ed the Senate bill would produce 
is nearly $300,000 less than the 
amount Gov. Park suggested to the 
Legislature should be obtained from 


liquor taxes. 

The committee decided to fix the 
tax on whisky, gin, brandy and 
other “hard” liquors at 80 cents 
per gallon. The Governor recom- 
mended $1 a galion, tax, and figured 
that on an éstimated consumption 
of 1,500,000 gallons a year, it would 
produce $1,500,000 in revenue. On 
the same basis the Senate commit- 
tee’s rate would produce $1,200,000. 

On Beer and Wine. 

On wine the rate in the Senate 
bill will be 40 cents per gallon. The 
Governor recommended 20 cents 
and on an estimated annual con- 
sumption of 1,500,000 gallons fig- 
ured $300,000 of revenue would be 
produced. On the same basis the 
Senate bill would produce $600,000. 

After much discussion the Senate 
committees decided on a tax of 3 
cents a gallon on beer. It has been 
the generally accepted estimate 
that beer consumption would. be 
approximately 675,000 barrels, or 
20,925,000 gallons a year. The Gov- 
ernor had: divided this between 3.2 
per cent beer at $1 a barrel and 
beer of higher alcoholic content at 
$1.50 a barrel, and estimated from 
both sources a revenue of $1,125,- 
000. Senators on the committee are 
inclined to the opinion that, after 
the repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment, virtually all the beer sold will 
be of an alcoholic content of more 
than 3.2. Estimating the sale at 
675,000 barrels, a 3-cents a gallon 
tax would produce $627,750. 

Thus the total revenue under the 
Senate bill would be $2,427,750, while 
the Governor recommended a total 
of $2,925,000. 

On wine and beer the rates in 
the Senate bill are practically the 
same as in the liquor bill reported 
by the House Criminal Justice Com- 
mittee, and now awaiting action in 
the House, but on whisky the Sen- 
ate committees went 30 cents high- 
er than the House committee. 

The revenue produced by the 
Senate bill would be materially in- 
creased by license fees to be fixed 
for distillers and brewers and 
wholesale and retail dealers. These 
fees will be decided by the commit- 
tees late today. 

/ On Collection of Fees. 

Several details of the bill have 
not been settled, among them the 
question of whether the license fees 
shall be collected in full by the 
State and apportioned to the State,

HITLER TALKS PEACE 
IN FRENCH INTERVIEW 


Willing to Agree to Any Guar- 
antee of Security Com- 
patible With Honor, 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Nov. 22. — Chancellor 


Hitler of Germany, in an interview 
in Le Matin, says he would “will- 
ingly do anything” to assure the 
security of France “not involving 
dishonor or danger to my coun- 
try.” In return, he asks for equal- 
ity for Germany which he says 
could be realized “by stages and 


details talked over.” 

If France desired to add to a 
Franco-German accord “the supple- 
mentary security of a defensive al- 
liance with England,’ Hitler adds, 
“I would willingly subscrjpe to it, 
for I have no intention’ of attack- 
ing our neighbors. Poland now un- 
derstands that. But, because Po- 
land is nearer Asia than you, she 
knows us better.” 

Saar Only Cause of Friction. 

“I am convinced,” he go€és on, 
“that once the question of the Saar, 
which is German land, has been 
settled, there is nothing, absolutely 
nothing, which can oppose Ger- 
many to France. 

“Alsace-Lorraine? JI have said 
often enough that we definitely 
have renounced it to be able to 
think that I have been heard. But 
how many times must it be repeat- 
ed that we desire neither to ab- 
sorb what does not belong to us 
nor to force the love of those who 
do not love us?” 

To the interviewer's suggestion 


that there was anxiety that even 
though settled, disagreements might 
crop up again, Hitler replies: 

“T alone decide what is Germany’s 
policy, and when I give my word 
it is my habit to keep it. 

“If, happening by chance to meet 
the French Minister, [— had said to 
him in a private talk, ‘The Saar 
question is being settled; I consid- 
er that there is no point of contest 
to oppose us to each other,’ I could 
understand it might be said, ‘Hitler 
has something in th2 back of his 
mind—there are surprises in store 
for us.’ But, I said those same 
things before my people whose sol- 
emn approval I asked. What more 
can be asked? 

Ready to Hear French Views. 

“If France is willing to 
find her safety in an agreement 
freely discussed, 1 am ready to hear 
everything, understand everything 
and undertake everyrhing.” 

Nothing can be done, however, he 
adds, if it is France’s purpose to 
found security on the materiai im- 
possibility of Germany’s defending 
itself. 

Despite Germany’s’ desire to 
avoid war, which Hitler says “would 
settle nothing and only make worse 
the state of the world,” he reiter- 
ats his intention not to return to 
the League of Nations. The League 
“has aggravated instead of clearing 
up the misunderstandings of the 
* |world,” he says.

DISPUTES DATA OF 
PRIVATE UTILITIES 


In Letter to State Senate 
Chairman, Col. Miller 
Flatly Denies Accuracy of 
Statistics.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 22.— 
Col. Hugh Miller, State engineer of 
the Public Works Administration, in 
a letter to the Senate Municipal 
Corporations Committee, made pub- 
lic today by S2nator Briggs, 
chairman, took sharp issue with 
statements of the representatives 
of public utility interests. 
Col. Miller said in the letter that 
if the policies of Prssident Roose- 
velt were to be successful in M‘s- 
souri, it was important that Gov. 
Park’s municipal utility bills be 
passed without delay. 

“If prompt action,is not taken,” 
Miller wrote, “the people of thé 
State will hold your committee re- 
sponsible for their failure to ob- 
tain money needed for public im- 
provements.” 

The committee has had the bil} 
under consideration for more than 
a month without having acted on 
it. 

Reason for the Letter. 

Miller gave as a reason for the 
letter that the committee had not 
afforded proponents of the bills 
the privilege of replying to the ar- 
guments for the public utility in- 
terests. 

“With regard to Senate bills Nos. 
8 and 9, relating to municipal gas 
plants and electric light plants,” 
he said, “the opposition centered 
chiefly on bill No. 9 relating to 
electric light plants. 

“In the course of some remarks 
read by Mr. Laun, representing the 
Union Electric Light & Power Co., 
he gave certain statistics, compar- 
ing rates of municipally-owned 
plants in 16 cities, which he desig- 
nated as ‘hand-picked’ by the firm 
of Burns & McDonnell of Kansas 
City, with 16 cities ‘hand-picked’ by 
Mr. Laun, from the Union Electric 
Light & Power Co. territory. 

Union Electric Situation. 

“I wish to supmit to the commit- 
tee that the firm of Burns & Mc 
Donnell, a firm of experienced engi- 
neers, members of the American So- 
ciety of Civil Engineers and other 
prominent engineering societies, are 
no more prejudiced in the selection 
of municipally-owned plants than 
Mr. Laun was in the selection of 
privately-owned plants. 

“Moreover, the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. has the lowest 
rates of any company in the State, 
and there is very little demand for 
municipal ownership in their terri- 
tory, only one application for a mu- 
nicipal plant having been received 
from the territory served by this 
company. 

“If Mr. Laun had compared the 
rates of municipally-owned plants 
with those of other private utilities, 
he would have discovered a decided

PRO GOLFERS 10. 
ADOPT UNIFORM 
TEACHING CODE 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—Working in 
unison again after the stormiest 
year since its organization, the 
Professional Golfers’ A«-ociation of 
America has decided to automatic- 
ally qualify all Ryder Cup players 
fo. the P. G. A. golf championships 
and to establish a mandatory set 
of teaching rules. 

The proposal to allow automatic 


af qualification in the P. G. A. cham- 


pionships to Ryder Cup players 
came after a revolt threatened to 
break up ‘the organization. Last 
September, several Ryder Cup play- 
ers, Campaigning for the cup and 
exhibition mony in Englund, in- 
sisted on automatic qualification. 
At first, it was refused, but later, 
star 
players threatened to withdraw, 
the demand was granted. 


Application of Rule. 


“Such automatic qualification 
will apply only in those years in 
which the Ryder Cup matches are 
piayed, however,” reminded George 
R. Jacobus of Ridgewood, N. J.. 
president of the P. G. A. “It is 
believed that a player good enough 
to be named on America’s Ryder 
Cup team is good enough to quali- 
fy for the championship.” 

The adoption of a uniform set 
of teaching rules, one of the most 
progressive ideas ever advanced, 
was urged by President Jacobus 
with an aim to clear up conflicting 
methods of instruction’ and to cen- 
ter on one nationally accepted 
course. Under the plan, each pro- 
fessional and amateur golfer will 
be asked to submit his idea of the 
“perfect way to teach golf” to sec- 
tional and local boards. These 
boards, assisted by a physician, will 
draft a course and submit it to a 
national board composed of the 
nation’s leading teachers, physicians 
and the president of the United 
States Golf Association—if the lat- 
ter accepts the invitation to join 
such a board. 

The national board then will pick 
what appears to be the best and 
surest method of golf instruction, 
se? 1 it to the professionals all over 
the country, and make it compul- 
sory to follow the method or quit 
tue FP. G@. A. 

“Our idea is that golf has ad- 
vanced far enough so we can de- 
termine the best and _ soundest 
method of teaching,” President Ja- 
cobus told the delegates to the an- 
nual P. G. A. convention in ses- 
sion here. “Trick ideas that only 
tend to confuse the starter and 
duffer are going to be out. Why 
should a golf pupil learn to play the 
game one way in San Francisco, 
for instance, and another way in 
New York, Florida or New Mexi- 
co? There must be one perfect 
way to swing a club, one best way 
to stand, and one best way to grip 
a club, and we're going to find out 
and make i. stick.” 

No Cursing Code. 

Plans to adopt an anti-swearing 
code for tournament players was 
abandoned by the association un 
the theory that “gentlemen dont 
need such a rule,” and that persis- 
tent swearers can be frowned into 
silence.

Machinery Necessary. 

While it is entirely possible that] 
the legislative procedure canh be 
completed by that time, it is not 
probable that the machinery for li- 
censing places of sale can be oper- 
ating by that date. 

It is the intention of the commit: 
tee to place the regulation of the 
sale of liquor in the State Treas- 
urer, but it will be necessary for 
him to build up an organization to 
handle the details and collect the 
tax and license fees. 

It is likely a somewhat chaotic 
condition will exist for a time after 
repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment. If the regulatory bill is 
passed and signed by the Governor 
by Dec. 6, it will be in effect, but 
there would be ho organization 
ready to put the new control pro- 
visions into operation. The bill to 
repeal the present State dry law 
probably will be pushed along with 
the control bill to become effective 
at the samie time. 

If the Governor should withhold 
his signature to the two bills until 
a control organization could be 
built up, there would be a period 
after repeal during which Missouri 
would remain dry by State law.

$93,000,000 FORTUNE 


Birthday “Just Like Any Other 
Day’ to Wealthiest Girl 
in World.

NEW YORK, Nov. 22. — Doris 
Duke, who vame into her $53,000,- 
000 fortune today, is spending her 
twenty-first birthday “just like any 
other day.” 

The daughter of the late James 
B. Duke, whose wealth was amassed 
froth tobacco and water power, isn't 
even having a party. The fact that 
she now has control of her fortune, 
making her the wealthiest girl in 


the world, probably will not be men- 
tioned at the great Stone house off 
Central Park where she was born. 

Miss Duke is spending her birth- 
day in New York because the stone 
house—a formal square building 
with a balustrade—is her favorite 
home, It was here that her father, 
organizer of the American Tobacco 
Co. and chairman of the board of 
the British American Tobacco Cor- 
poration, died wher she was 13 
years old. He adored his daughter, 
the child of his second wife. 

Mother Formerly Nanaline Holt. 

Her mother, the former Nanaline 
Holt of Atlanta, Ga, and legal ex- 
perts, will remain her financial 
guides. She has “a good head of 
her own,” it is said, and was reared 
in a tradition of thrift. 

Her tastes are simple. She likes 
conservative dress and doesn’t care 
for jewels. 

Miss Duke likes Europe because 
people aren't always seeking her 
out 
where she has studied, and her 
governgss, who has been with her 
for 12 years, is a French woman. 
Her French is better than her En- 
glish, her governess says. She also 
ig an accomplished musician. Her 
first instrument was the harp, 
which she studied as a child, and 
she also plays the piano. 

Her other schools were Briarley, 
and a private school at Aiken, 8. C. 
Swims, Rides and Reads. 

She swims “like a fish,” rides and 

is proficient at winter sports. And 
she reads a great deal. 
‘ Palms and a floor gf marfrbie 
blocks give a formal air to the 
great hall of her home off Fifth 
avenue.

Denies Figures Were Correct. 

Miller flatly denied that the sta- 
tistics presented to the committee 


——-/by the representatives of utilities 


were correct. 

“Mr, Mayer (Charles H. Mayer of 
St. Joseph, representing the Doher- 
ty interests) estimated that only 7 
per cent of the cost of the plants 
was labor,” Col. Miiler wrote. 

“He was greatly in error, as shown 
by statistics based on examination 
of 13 applicants for municipally- 
owned electric light plants. 

“The direct labor involved in 
these 13 proposed electric piants 
amounts to 21.6 per cent and is all 
Missouri labor. The total labor, di- 
rect and indirect, is estimated to be 
50 per cent of the cost of the proj- 
ects, of which 26.6 per cent is Mis- 
gouri labor. The attorneys for the 
power company were, therefore, in 
error 700 per cent. If all of these 
projects were approved they would 
involve 3686 man months of direct 
Missouri labor. This is unemploy- 
ment relief of the first magnitude. 

“Unworthy of Consideration.” 

“Mr. Mayer compared Columbia 
with St. Joseph, Columbia has a 
population of 14,967, and St. Joseph 
a population of 80,935. Obyiously 
such a comparison is unfair and un- 
worthy of consideration.”

J flyer who manufactures 

*planes at Patterson, La., flew 
down here from New York in five 
hours and one Minute. He planned 
a flight in four hours, but forest 
fires made him lose 170 miles, Five 
hours and one minute is good time 
for 1200 miles, fire or no fire. 

Mr. Wedell made the flight at 
the request of Henry L. Doherty 
of New York, who has bought the 
two biggest hotels here and plans, 
with object lessons, to show how 
near Miami is to great Northern 


cities. 


Pilot Wedell, asked “When do 
you think flying will be absolutely 
safe’” opened his eyes with great 
surprise: “Why, it is safe now, the 
safest travel, safer than railroads 
or automobiles. The only danger 
when I fly down here from New 
York in five hours is after I leave 
the plane and get into an automo- 
bile.” 

The first United States attempt 
to explore the upper atmosphere 
ended when Lieut. T. G. W. Settle 
and Maj. Chester L. Fordney came 
down in a New Jersey swamp, aft- 
er sailing with a gas bag, 59,000 
feet into the air. 

Eleven miles up into the air 
ocean above our heads is a good 
first attempt. It is as though some 
deep-sea fish should swim up a 
tenth of the mile from the bottom 
of water five miles deep. 

When the two stratosphere fly- 
ers reached a point 11 miles above 
the earth, they still had 400 miles 
to go, to reach the thin outside 
edge of our air ocean. 


Some day, perhaps, men will 
leave our atmosphere entirely, and 
go on to the moon or possibly some 
rear planet. But that will not hap- 
pen soon. 

Going about 1000 miles an hour, 
it would take five years to reach 
our neighbor Mars, when it comes 
“near” us, Within 40,000,000 miles.

It is a tragedy to the aged and 
a serious handicap to the young. 

Helen Keller, whose life has b3en 
devoted to overcoming her own 
handicaps of blindness and déaf- 
ness, rates the latter the worse of 
the two afflictions. 

“The probléms of deafness,” she 
says, “are deeper and more com- 
plex,-if hot more important, than 
those of blindness. 


“Deafness means the loss of the 

most vital stimulus—the sotind of 
the voice—that brings language, 
sets thoti#hts astir and keeps us 
in the intellectual Company of 
mati.” 
Hearing, particularly, is impor- 
tant to the child, for it is through 
that, as well as throvigh the sénse 
of sight, that it learfs the natu 
of the world about it. } 

Though thoroughly dependable 
statistics are not available, it ap- 
pears that the aumber of totally 
deaf children to be found in Amer- 
ica substantially exceeds the num- 
bet of those totally blind. 

This is to be aceountéd for by 
the fact that the three major causes 
of blindness in the young, which 
were widely prevalent in former 
days, have now.been practically 
eliminated. .
